Powers) to fail. to the Northward, and 
pay a Viſit to the Dutch Fiſhermen, in 
order to ſupport his Proclamation, and 
prohibit any Foreigners from Fiſhing on 
the Brtz Coaſts, Without acknowledging 
his Majeſty's Prerogatiye on thoſe Seas, and 
obtaining his Licence for Fiſhing. Ac- 
cordingly, his Lordſhip, then Lord High- 
Admiral likewiſe, ſailed with a Squadron 
of the Fleet to the Northward, where the 


Duteb Buſſes were very buſy at Work; 


and having required them to deſiſt in pur- 


ſuance of the King's Proclamation, and 
they not readily. complying, he attacked 


them, and took and ſunk ſome, and made 
the reſt betake themſelves to Flight. After 
this they ſolicited the Lord High- Admiral 
to interceqe for them to the King, that 
i mighit have leaveto continue their Fiſh- 

ing for that Scaſon only, for which they 
would pay his Majeſly 30000 J. and which 
they paid accordingly, upon obtaining the

At the ſame time, they made p! eſis 
Inſtances to have a-Grant made them of 
that Liberty, for the time to come, upon 
their pay ing the like yearly Tribute; but 
it was Hot complicd with. 

It has been attempted by ſome Hiſtorians 
to inſinuate, that the King took this Oc- 
caſion to break with - the Durch, merely 
to have a Pretence for raiſing the Ship- 
money, ſince for thirty Years paſt, they 
had not been moleſted, or called to an 
Account for their Fiſhing: But others 7 
affirm, that the King reſolved this Vear 
to make good what he had before declared, 
vis. To maintain the Sovereignty of the 
Seas, due to the Crown of England in all 
Ages, and left him by his Progenitors. 

In this time, Mr. Selen wrote a Book 
in Anſwer to - Grotius, intitled, Mare 
Claufim, wherein he deduces that Right 
of Sovereignty in the Britiſb Monarchs, 
from the Laws of God, and of Nature, be- 
ſides the uninterrupted Enjoyment of it

ſtory, and other wiſę, which prove, that 
among all the Kings, (tho of other Na- 
tions) who from time to time were in 
Poſſeſſion of the Crown of Britain, 
whether by hereditary Right, by Con- 
queſt, Uſurpation, or Election; not One 


preſerve and ſupport this Right of Sove- 
 reignty over the Britiſb Seas. 

I can go back even as far as Julius 
Cæſars Time, toſhew, that when he firſt 
undertook the Invaſion of this Iſland, after 
having conquered the Gauls, he found 
them altogether unacquainted with it, and 
mere Strangers to the Inhabitants of 
Britain, and to their Towns, Havens, and

wiſe, if the Cauls were as well provided 
with Shipping and Mariners, as were the 
Britains, why might not they long before

Theſe Aids given by the Britains to the 
Cails, in their Wars againſt the Romans, 
were made the Pretence by Cz/ar, for in- 
vading this Iſland; by all which it is mani- 
feſt, that the Britains had the ſupreme 
Command and Dominion of their own 
Seas, without any Competitors, before the 
Roman Conqueſt. And afterwards, whilſt 
the Romans were in Poſſeſſion of Britain, 
G 6 " 2" 
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the ſame Sovereignty was duly preſerved; 
but when the Civil Wars of the Roma 
Empire had, by exhauſting the Flower 

of the Britiſi Youth, ſo much. infeebled 
the Nation, as to put them under a Neceſ- 

ſity of calling in the Saxons to their Aid 
againſt the Pz&s, and for ſuppreſſing the 

National Factions ſprung up among them 

ſelves, and thoſe 3 (taking Advan- 
tage ofthe Weakneſs of the Britains) had 

e expelled them out of the moſt fertile Parts 

of the Kingdom, tho' for ſome time they 

themſelves were diverted from ſettling 

their own Affairs, by the frequent and 
powerful Invaſions of the Dares, and their 
domeſtic Broils, occaſioned by the ſeveral 
petty Kingdoms of their Heptarchy; yet 

When they were all reduced under one 

UNiead, they did not forget to reaſſume 
= thcir Right of Sovercignty in thoſe Scas. 
Ihe Jaxons acquired this Right from the 
Britains, and exerciſed it by the Power of 
their Naval Armaments, in which they ex- 
coelled all their Neighbours, till at laſt, 
their Heptarchy being reduced to a Mo- 
narchy by Egbert, the firſt King of Brita, 
he, after ſome time, began to decline in

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the Danes and Normans to make ſeveral 
Deſcents on xhis Iſland, and commit great 
Depredations on the Inhabitants'; but A. 
fred ſoon got the better of them,” and 
routed them out of thoſe Scas. 

It has already been taken Notice 55 how 
Ede ar kept up a mighty Navy for Support 
of chis Right ; as did after him Etheldred, 
who, by a Tax or Contribution laid on the 
Kingdom, obliged the Poſſeſſors of every 
three hundred and ten Hides of Land, to. 
build and fit out a Ship for the Defence of 
the Seas all which had their Rendezvous 
at Sandwich, and compoſed the greateſt 
Navy that ever was put out to Sca by this 
Kingdom. TT: 

Likewiſe, when Canutus the Dane ſuc- 
ceeded Edmund Ironſide, by Compoſition  ' 
of Survivorſhip, both he, and all his Suc- 
ſeſſors, maintained that Right; and ſo it 
ſubſiſted, until the coming of William the 
Conqueror, in whole Reign, and during 
the Reigns of all his Succeſſors, to this 
time, the ſame was never diſputed; ſave 
only, that in the Time of Edward I. 
about the Year 1299, a Diſpute happened 
to ariſe upon the following Occaſion; vg 

The King of France ( Philip the Fair ) 
| having 
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having occaſion to lend ſome Ships to aid 
the Flemines, againſt Guy, Earl of Flan- 
ders, under the Command of Neyner 
Grimbulx, whom he had appointed to be 
his Admiral, the ſaid Grimbalz, in paſ: 
ſing to and fro in the narrow Seas, took up- 
on him to exerciſe ſovereign Juriſdiction 
thereon, as Admiral to the King of France, 
taking the People and Merchants of Eng- 
land, and other Nations, and carrying 
them into France; where he conſtrained 
them to abide his Judgment and Award 
concerning their Goods and Merchandize; 
of Which, Complaints having been made 
to the Courts of France and England, 
they appointed (in purſuance of a former 


Agreement made between themſelves, on 
the concluding of a Peace at Paris) cer- 


tain Commiſſioners (termed Auditors in 
the Record *) to hear and redreſs the 
Wrongs interchangeably done by their 
Subjects, contrary to the aforeſaid Peace. 
Upon this, a Memorial, or Remonſtrance, 
wasdrawn up, and preſented to theſe Au- 


ditors, not only in the Names of the Peo- 
ple of England, but like wiſe by Procu-

Genoa, Catalo- 
nia, Spain, Germany, Holland, Zealand, 
Friſe and, Denmark and Norway, who 
all unanimouſiy, by that Inſtrument, ac- 
knowledged the Kings of England to 
have been, time immemorial the law- 
ful Sovereigns of the Zng/ifh Seas. 

This general Acknowledgment being a 
Teſtimony-not to be contradicted, the Re- 
cital of a Tranſlation of it, ſo far as con- 
cerns the preſent Subject in Controverſy, 
cannot (1 preſume ) be diſagreeable to 


the Reader; the Original being i in the old 


French or Norman Tongue, and ſet 
down by Se/den, with a Latin Tranſlation, 
The preſent Engliſb one is from Coke 4. 
Inſtit. tho'I have another by me, done by 
Sir John Boroughs, Keeper of the Records 
in the Tower of London, 1651. with 
this Latin Title: De Huperioritate Maris 
Angliæ, et ure Officii Admirallatus 
in codem.

The fame Sir John Borough, in hisTrea-

Notwithſtanding that ſo lately as in the 
Queen Elizabeth) the

wherefore King Fames (in the Year 1609) 
iſſued forth a Proclamation aſſerting his 
Sovereignty of the Seas, wherein he en- 
forced it with Words ſufficiently ſtrong 
to ſupport his Right, if ſuch had 
been of any Weight with the Dutch; 
but it were better he had ſpar d more of

The Dutch, inſtead of making any 
Apology for their fiſhing without Leave,

not being diſpoſed to do himſelf juſtice 
by Force of Arms, caus d only his Ambaſ: 
ſador at the Hague to deſire other Satil- 
faction with reference to the Fiſhings, 
Upon this, a Negotiation enſued, which 
was ſpun out till* the Year 1618, whilſt

14.5 
this Negotiation produc d nothing more, 
than that the States acknowledged to the 
King's Embaſſador, that their Commiſ- 
ſioners in England had gone beyond their 
Inſtructions, in uſing the Term of Imme- 
morial Poſſeſſion 3: and this, together with 
a verbal Acknowledgment of his Majeſty's 
Dominion in the Bretifh Seas, fully ſatiſ- 
hed King 7ames. 

As hitherto neither the Honour of the 
Britif Flag, nor the Right of Dominion 
in the Britiſi Seas, has met with any Op- 
poſition from any Monarch or State in 
Europe, other than from the Dutch; nor 
even from them, but at ſuch times as they 
took the Advantage of ſome general Mil- 
fortune attonding this Nation, Which pre- 
vented the latter from doing itſelf: Juſtice 
againſt them, or that they were ſenſible it 
would not be for our Intereſt to come to 
an open Rupture with them upon that 
Occaſion alone; I hold it neceſſary to 
ſhew the ſeveral Submiſſions, which they 
have ſince made, and, in the moſt ſolemn 
manner, confirm'd by Articles or Trea- 
ties; and how and when they have con- 
form d accordingly; that ſo there may re- 
main ſufficient Inſtanees and Teſtimonies

The Piflractions WY Diviſions! in the 
Nation, during the Reign of King Charles 
the Firſt, diverted his Thoughts from cauſ- 
ing the Dutch to be further look d to, after 
their Submiſſion to pay Tribute for Leave 
to fiſh, in the Vear 1636, as is before re- 
lated ; and for the ſame Cauſe, they grew 
very haughty for the remaining Part of ¶ ende 
his Reign, till at laſt they were brought 
to Reaſon by the Parliament's. Elect, in 

10653, under the Command of Admiral 

© Blake; when, after being well chaſtized 
at Sea, and obliged to make Satisfaction 
to the Nation on account of the Affair 
of Ambayna, &c. they ſolemnly acknow- 
ledged the Dominion of the Seas to Exg- 
land, by the Treaty * concluded on the 

5th of April 1654, and agreed to ſubmit 
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in Conſequence of the Treaty above- 
mentioned, after the Reſtoration of King 

Charles the Second, in the Year 1662, as 
Sir ohm Lawyon, the Engliſb Admiral, 
was on his Return from the Mediterra- 
nean, with a Squadron of the King's Ships, 
he met the Duteh Admiral De Ruyter at 
dea, with a Squadron of their Ships, near 
the Coaſts of Spain; upon which; De 
Ruyter ſtruck his Flag, and ſaluted the 
Engliſh Admiral with his Guns; but the 
latter only returned his Salute of Guns. 
In 1667, after the Dutch War was 
ended, and a Peace was concluded ar 
Breda, the Dutch again confirmed the 
Dominion of the Seas, and Honour of : the 
Flag, to England, in the moſt ample man- 
ner. Likewiſe at the End of the enſuing

The Honour of the Flag was never more 
ſtrictly ſupported, than during the Uſur- 
pation of Oliver Cromwell ; for the Dutch 
(after being well beaten into it) were ſo 
very obſequious, that their Admirals would 
not wear their Flags, whilſt any of thoſe 
of the Engliſb were in the fame Harbour 
with them. This * was evidenc d in the 
Year 1655, when Admiral Blake anchord I 
in Cadiz-Bay, in his Way to the Medi. 
Terranean; at which time a Dutch Squa- 
diron was there likewiſe under the Com- 
mand of an Admiral; and Dewitte, with 
other Dutch Ships, ſtruck Sail to him on 
meeting him in the Mediterranean.

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The Boundaries properly ſaid to en- 
compaſs What are called the Britiſb Seas, 
are thus accounted under the Diſtinction 
of the four Cardinal Points of the Com- 
paſs ; taking it for granted in general, that 
all the Seas which ſurround the Iſlands of 
Great Britain, . Ireland, and the other 
Iſlands appertaining to the Crown, are 
called the Britiſb Seas; but as to Parti- 
culars, they ſtand thus: 

On the South, is the Britiſb Chanel; 
which ſeparates Eugland from France; 
the Boundaries of which extend to the 
oppoſite Shores of Francs, and to thoſe 
of Hain, as far as Cape Frniferre. From 
that; Cape it extends on the Welk, in an 
imaginary Line running in twenty - three 
Degrees of Weſt Longitude from Landon, 
to the Latitude of ſixty- three Degrees 
North; which laſt is called the Weſtern 
Ocean of Britain.

per Meaſures were at this time taken to 
preſerve our Rights of Fiſhery, and pre- 
vent the daily Encroachments- that” are 
made thereon by the Hollanders, they 
would (from the mere Indulgence and 
Sufferance given to them for ſome time 
paſt) make the fame Plea which they did 
in the Reign of King James the Firſt; 
not withſtanding all the Treatics' con- 
cluded; and the Acknowledgments made, 
of the Britih. Right of Dominion in 
thoſe Seas; otherwiſe they would never 
have preſum d, as they did very lately, 
to forbid a Native of Great Britain to 
fin on the Coaſts of Scat land, and even 
threatened him for ſo doing.

chant from whom he bought the Nets, 
went and lodged an Information againſt 
him, before the Magiſtrates of the Town; 
upon which Orders were iſſued for ſeizing 
the Ship, and apprehending Mr. A/lar- 
dice, who very fortunately had put to Sea 
before the Officers had received the Or. 
ders, or otherwiſe (according to the Laws 
of that Country) he would have been ad- 
judged to perpetual Impriſonment, and 
his Ship, Cc. confiſcated; the vending 
of Nets to any Foreigner being prohi- 
bited. Upon his Return home to S cot- 
land, he ſet out upon the Fifhing-trade, 
ſomewhat earlier in the Scaſon than the 
. Hollanders uſually did, and was ſo ſuc- 
. ceſsful, that he went and ſold his Freight 
in Holland and return d again by that 
time the: Hollanders had begun to fiſh, 
hom he met with, attended by a Frigate 
for their Safe-guard; the Commander 
Whereof ſent his Boat to Allardice, to 
know by what Authority he fiſhed there, 
and threatend to deſtroy his Net, if he 
. perſiſted. (this being upon the Coaſt of 
Scotland kN To which r Allardjewrepticd, 
if 4 172376-2 Bu 
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That he had a better Right to fiſh there, 
being a native Subject of Great-Britain, 
than either the Commodore, or any of 
his Countrymen; and that he would con- 
tinue it. Then the Commodore ſent for 
him to come on Board his Ship; but A/- 
lardice refus d, till he firſt had tother's 
Parole of Honour for his ſafe Return; 
and then he went on board the Commo- 
dore, but yet prepar d in a reſolute man- 
ner for his Defence and Protection, 
having armed himſelf with two Caſes of 
Piſtols; and as ſoon as he went on Board 
the Commodore, told him he was re- 
ſoly'd; upon any Attempt of being ill us d, 
to ſhoot. him throꝭ the Head firſt, and 
then take his own Chance; whereupon 
the Commodore afſur'd him of good 
Uſage, and entertain'd him with Punch, 
&c. commending his Valour, and fo ſent 
him ſafe back to his own Ship. 

My Reaſons for mentioning this Affair 
are: To let the World ſee how preca- 
rious a thing it is to any Perſon's Property, 
to give way to any Encroachment or 
Sufferance, for too long a time, without 
uſing ſome Precautions to eſtabliſn 
continued Evidence of ſuch Permiſſions 
being revocable at Pleaſure. It is very
